Two Columbus Day speakers in 
separate parts of the country 
sounded similar warnings in safe- 
guarding America’s position as 
the leader of democracy. 

Second Assistant Supreme Ven- 
erable Amedeo H. Volpe of Sche- 
nectady, N. Y., speaking in Balti- 
more, Md., and Wisconsin’s Gov. 
Gaylord Nelson, speaking in Ra- 
cine, urged Americans to respect 
others’ rights and called for a 
moral and spiritual reawakening. 

Volpe, principal speaker at the 
Maryland Grand Lodge dinner, 
said a “deterioration of the 
American Spirit may cripple U.S. 
chances in winning the fight 
against Communism.” 

He said America faced an even 
greater challenge than in the 
past, with a world divided be- 
tween the ideologies of the West- 
ern Christian civilization and the

tyranny behind the Iron Curtain, 

He said in part: 

“Are we equal to the challenge? 
Perhaps we are morally and 
spiritually deteriorating. I am 
sorry to report that after travel- 
ing from one end of this country 
to the other recently I see religion 
pitted against religion, race 
against race. This is not the 
America we read about. This ig 
not the America I want, or the 
America of my parents. Are we 
becoming hypocritical? Are we 
sitting back in apathy, telling 
ourselves again ’we never had i¢ 
” good!’ 

“T tell you, friends, there muss 
some a spiritual and moral re« 
awekening, and come soon, or we 
stand to lose all that really makes)

Mascagni’s CAVALLERIA RUSTICANA has long 


been one of our favorite operas. From the very first time 
we saw and heard ‘Rusticana’ performed in Providence, 
R. L., we have placed it at the top of our list. That was back 
in our early ’teens, undoubtedly an impressionable age. 


And the fact that “Rusticana’ 
was on the same bill with Pagli- 
acci possibly may have something

SIMIONATO has been re- 
corded many times and by 
some of the most talented 
operatic stars of our time. The 
latest recording comes from Lon- 
don Records. It’s in stereo and 
featured are such top performers 
as Mario del Monaco, Giulietta 
Simionato and Cornell MacNeil. 
And the incomparable and age- 
less Maestro Tullio Serafin, who 
originally taught del Monaco the 
role af Turridu, directs the chorus 
and orchestra of L’Accademia di 
Santa Cecilia of Rome.

More Beethoven 


The news this month fs that 
two of London’s top recording ar- 
tists—Ernest Ansermet and Will- 
helm Backhaus—have complet- 
ed the cycle of recordings for 
stereo the Beethoven nine sym- 
phonies and the Beethoven five 
piano concerti. 


With the release of THE 
THIRD SYMPHONY (the Erot- 
ca), Ansermet, the conductor su- 
preme, now has committed to 
wax all of the Beethoven sym- 
phonies to two-channel record- 
ing.

The Political Scene 


By A. ALFRED MARCELLO 


A great many events took place in 1960 that will long 
be remembered. It was a year in which history was made 
on a number of counts. Of particular significance, how- 
ever, was the strong emergence of men of Italian origin 
on the American political scene. 


They rode the crest to victory 
in a wide range of public offices, 
from municipal posts to judge- 
ships, State Legislators, Gover- 
mors and members of Congress. 
In some instances these ‘men 
wrote political history by achiev- 
ing a number of “firsts” in the 
political arena. This was the 
story in Rhode Island, Massa- 
shusetts and Ohio, to name a 
few. 

Successors Are Italian 

For the first time in the his- 
tory of American politics’ two 
Governors of Italian descent were 
gucceeded in their respective 
states by new Governors, also of 
Italian roots. This was the story 
In Rhode Island where Lieut. 
Gov. John A. Notte succeeded 
Christopher Del Sesto as Gover- 
nor. And that also was the 
story in Massachusetts. There 
John A. Volpe, long prominent in 
the Order, took over the reins as 
Chief Executive, from Foster 
Furcolo, who served two terms 

,@8 Governor of the Bay State. 
Father-Son Team 

And in Ohio, two members. of 
the Order, have become the first 
father-son legislative team in the 
history of that state. Anthony 
O. Calabrese, Jr., was elected to 
the House of Representatives to 
join his father, Anthony, Sr., in 
the State House in Columbus. 
Anthony, Sr., is a member of the 
Ohio State Senate and Grand 
Venerable of the Ohio Order. 

In Illinois, a former Grand 
Venerable, Alexander J. Napoli, 
was elected to the Superior Court 
of that State. Judge Napoli had 
been a Municipal Court Judge 
for a number of years.

His fath- 
er, & wine seller, settled his bus- 
iness and followed his family to 
Cleveland. 


Brother Calabrese went to Ob- 
servation School to master the 
language, sold newspapers, candy 
and sandwiches aboard New York 
Central trains, lying about his 
age to get the job. He was a 
boy thrown into a man’s world 
to help support his mother and 
father. 

He attended Fairmont Junior 
High School and took business 
courses at Wesley College and at 
21, New York’ Central made him 
a dining car steward. 

Four years later his mother 
passed away, a victim of cancer.
